House Takes Up Burden of 
New Tax Law Today; 
.Witnesses Heard.

house ways and means committee 
took up the burden of building a 
new tax law today with a number 
of witnesses on hand for the open­ 
ing of the hearings at which sugges­ 
tions will be heard on ail phases 
of taxation. 
Among other tax plans that are 
to be given consideration to raise 
the approximate four billion dol­ 
lars revenue required is 
the

turn to 3-cent postage stamp. Taxes, 
including a levy on bank checks 
will also probably be considered, al­ 
though many members of the com­ 
mittee frankly are opposed to the 
idea. 
A flat tax on corporations to off­ 
set the loss resulting from the ap­ 
peal to the excess profits levy which 
Is regarded as certain, is most gen­ 
erally supported of the proposed ma­ 
jor assessments. 
Committee leaders said they be­ 
lieved this would take the form or 
a 15 per cent levy on corporation 
incomes with the present $2000 ex­ 
emption abolished.

A statem ent in which he warns 
the city to take precautions to pre­ 
vent a typhoid epidemic in Ada was 
issued today by Dr. J. A. Deen, 
county superintendent of health. 
Improvements in the sanitary con­ 
ditions on the streets, vacant lots, 
and near the home have been sug­ 
gested by Dr. Deen In his urgent 
request that every person in the 
city take advantage of free typhoid 
serum and make a systematic fight 
to keep down the disease. Following 
is his statement: 
“It 
is 
apparent 
that 
we 
are 
about to have a typhoid epidemic 
in Ada. 
And it is very necessary 
that we use every precaution pos­ 
sible. 
“I have distributed over 200 ty­ 
phoid vaccines among the phyisicans 
of Ada during the past week for 
prophylactic or prevention of ty­ 
phoid fever and there should have 
been ten tihaes this amount called 
for and given. This vaccine is fur­ 
bished free. Call upon your family 
{physician and he will procure it 
(through the county superintendent 
of health. 
Clean Up Premises 
“See that your premises are kept 
clean. 
Do not allow water to re­ 
main in unscreened vessels or cis­ 
terns. Drain ponds or pools of all 
kinds which are not kept oiled. Cut 
weeds and vegetation of all kinds 
and as soon as dry, burn same. 
“Bury or burn dead animals or 
fowls. 
Otherwise report the pres­ 
ence of such to the health depart­ 
ment. 
When 
a 
member of the 
family becomes ill, do not attem pt 
to treat him with home medicines, 
but call your family physician. It is 
possible that you may thereby avoid 
a prolonged illness or prevent more 
than one member of the family 
from an attack of typhoid fever. 
“In case of typhoid fever, or 
other contagious or infectious dis­ 
eases, do not hesitate to notify the 
county health superintendent as it 
Is his duty to report all such cases 
to the state health department. You 
bot only preform a duty but assist 
in the preventing the spread of 
contagions in doing so.”

N THE widest sense the com­ 
modities which nations have 
to offer their neighbors fall 
Into three general categories; 
those 
commodities 
representing 
natural resources—the product of 
field, forest and mine; manufac­ 
tures—the product of machinery 
and the factory worker's skill; and 
capital—the 
accumulated 
surplus 
of industry of every description. 
So long as we were a country with 
a great area of new land in the West 
inviting development and attracting 
foreign capital we were, at regards 
other countries, a debtor nation. 
We had not capital enough our­ 
selves to carry out the huge devel­ 
opment. and we called in the assist­ 
ance of those nations with money to 
l»*nd. By investing capital bere for­ 
eigners were creating a demand for 
and supplying the means to buy 
their goods. Therefore we furnish­ 
ed an excellent market for the prod­ 
uct* of our creditors. 
Creditor nations as a rule do not 
seek payment of their Interest or 
their principal In money, as they 
are likely to reinvest where expe­ 
rience bas proved that loans may be 
placed to advantage. Rather^ they 


want payment In merchandise, since 
the larger manufacturing nations, 
while rich In many fundamental 
natural resources, such as coal and 
iron, are often lacking in raw ma­ 
terial*. such as cotton, wool or cop­ 
per. Ho the lenders of capital took 
their pay from the United States In 
such of our goods as they needed 
for their economic existence; we in 
turn received pay for our goods sold 
In foreign countries partly in mer­ 
chandise, partly In capital loans and 
partly In other services. 
But the 
countries 
which 
w ere exporting 
capital and manufactures on a large 
scale were getting their equivalent 
in the form of merchandise Import­ 
ed greatly in excess of their goods 
exported. 
The United States became not 
only one of the world's largest 
sources of raw materials, but alto 
one of Ute largest producers of 
manufactured goods. 
Before 1914 
we became a country with a sur­ 


plus over domestic consumption of 
manufactured goods for export In 
addition to our already large sur­ 
plus of raw materials. But we re­ 
mained tm the whole a debtor coun­ 
try, aa we used more capital than 
we ourselves could supply. For for­ 
eign capital Investments we paid 
aith merchandise exports greatly in 
excess of our imports. 
Neverttides*, Just before the out­ 
break of the war there were signs 
that we were approaching a peri ml 
of fundamental change in the rela­ 
tions of our economic life. AU our 
(reoccupied territory had been open­ 
ed to exploitation and we were 
turning to more Intensive develop­ 
ment—the larger and better utilisa­ 
tion of the things which we were 
already using. We were beginning 
to export capital on a small scale. 
n ils change from a debtor to a 
creditor country was accelerated by 
the war.* 
And now we have definitely reach- 


Gu*u 


ed the position of other highly de­ 
veloped nations. Foreign countries 
have borrowed from us to the ex­ 
tent of more than $13,000,000,000, 
of which huge amount $2,500,000,- 
000 of funded debt Is owed to pri­ 
vate lenders In this country. More­ 
over, the movement of capital from 
this country to other lands is still 
going on, for foreign loans of a to­ 
tal of nearly 
$100,000,000 were 
placed in this market In the first 
two months of 1921. We must con­ 
tinue on this path of development 
or we shall lose our place of eco­ 
nomic and political power In the 
world, and with It our high hopes 
and ideals of service to mankind.

At the present time we are In the 
anomalous position of exporting 
both capital and merchandise in ex­ 
cess of our merchandise imports. 
Such a condition cannot continue 
indefinitely, for it would lead far 
away from any true balance of 
trade. Already the balance Is over 
weighted, and foreign countries are 
having great difficulty in paying 
their debts to us. 
It la obvious, then, that when 
those countries which ow# us for 
our goods and capital are again re­ 
established, financially and econom­ 
ically. they will have to pay us with 
something more tangible than new 
or refunded loaf)*. Obviously there 


are only two methods by which this 
indebtedness can be liquidated. 
One considerable means at band 
for payment of the enormous sums 
owed to us is In the form of goods 
imported In excess of our exports. 
Clearly, other nations cannot sell 
goods to us in sufficient amounts to 
liquidate their huge indebtedness, lf 
our international trade is to be sad­ 
dled with burdensome duties. This, 
however, Is now more of an econom­ 
ic than a political question, which 
must be dealt with in such a way 
that differences iii cost of produc­ 
tion will not prevent the competi­ 
tion in foreign markets of our 
goods with those from other coun­ 
tries.

export of capital on a large scale. 
It is likely that we will continue to 
reinvest in the houds of foreign gov­ 
ernments, municipalities and corpo­ 
rations and that interest on our 
government loans will remain sus­ 
pended for several years. 
While these and other Items re­ 
main of considerable Importance on 
the debit side of our foreign trade 
balance it Is quite conceivable that 
our exports of merchandise will re­ 
main In excess of our merchandise 
imports. 
It is certain, however, 
that the enormous excess which is 
characteristic of our present trade 
will be considerably diminished. 


we can best supply. 
When the 
present reaction in prices has run 
Its course our export trade in mer­ 
chandise can, if adequately support­ 
ed by credit and banking facilities, 
be increased; though the present 
great excess over imports cannot be 
carried for long. 
The banker is charged with the 
duty of devising machinery for car­ 
rying and settling international bal­ 
ances, and the banker, feeling his 
responsibility, is already at work on 
the task. 
Several of our larger 
financial institutions have been fur­ 
nishing many banking facilities and 
information services to their cus­ 
tomers doing business in other 
lands. These have met our immedi­ 
ate requirements and have taught 
our merchants that credit, when 
granted wisely, is a universal com­ 
modity. 
But our banks are not 
equipped for long term financing of 
foreign trade. The chief necessity 
of the situation, In fact, is for 
American bankers and business men' 
to develop adequate credit and com­ 
mercial machinery to meet the de­ 
mands of present exigencies. 
Al­ 
ready various efforts have been 
made in this direction, including the 
revival of the W ar Finance Corpo­ 
ration, the establishment of the 
Federal International Banking Cor­ 
poration, the Foreign Credit Corpo­ 
ration, the International Accept­ 
ance Bank, the Copper Export As­ 
sociation, the First Federal Foreign 
Banking Association and the pro­ 
posed establishment of the Foreign 
Trade Financing Corporation, with 
a capital of $100,000,000, foe the 


trade balance need not, and proba 
bly will not, be made at the ex­ 
pense of our export trade. The 
world stilt requires things which trade. 


purpose of furnishing long term 
credit to foreign purchasers qf our 
merchandise.

By and large, however, the duty 
of supporting our foreign trade 
does uot rest entirely on the batiker. 
Our banks cannot work alone; they 
must have the co-operation o f‘their 
customers, if our trade is not to 
suffer a decline as spectacular as 
lias been its rise. If the banks tied 
up their liquid funds in tong term 
investments, no m atter how good 
the security, there would soon be no 
more liquid capital, aud the wants 
of our agriculturists and manufac­ 
turers could not be supplied. 
The variety of our foreign trade 
Is now so wide that an excess of 
production over consumption reacts 
upon every class of our population. 
The duty, therefore, of supporting 
our foreign trade in this time of re­ 
adjustment to the more permanent 
conditions of the fu tu re rests on 
every individual citlxen. 
If we go on taking i n j u r e s to 
prevent the sale of foreign com­ 
modities In our country, lf we try to 
erect barriers which retard the flow 
of commerce, we will lh the long 
run handicap ourselves and work 
incomparable Injury to our future 
prosperity. 
Already we are seeing 
Such a change in our foreign uhe products of field and factory 
piling up in granary and warehouse.
